(33 of 20^2), the following Order made by the Delimitation Commission under 
Sub-section (2) of Section 9 read with Sub-section (2) of Section 4 of the Act, in respect of the 
Delimitation of Parliamentary and Assembly Constituencies in the State of Orissa is hereby 
published. 

ORDER NO. 32 

WHEREAS, in pursuance of Sections 8 and 4 of the Delimitation Act, 2002 (33 of 
2002), as amended by the Delimitation (Amendment) Act, 2003(3 of 2004), the 
Delimitation Commission has, -by its Order No. 19 dated 17 th March, 2006,, 
published in the extraordinary issue of the Gazette of India and the Orissa State 
Gazette on 17 th March, 2006, determined - (i) the total number of seats in the 
House of the People to be allocated to the State of Orissa as Twenty One (21) 
seats of which, Three (3) seats shall be reserved for the Scheduled Castes and 
Five (5) seats shall be reserved for the Scheduled Tribes, and (ii) the total 
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WHEREAS, the Commission had discussion with the Associate Members on the
